WHEREAS, PEG channels provide a window through which residents
can view the diversity of cultures, recreational activities and artistic endeavors

in their local community; and

WHEREAS, PEG channels reflect the unique identity of the

communities they serve; and

WHEREAS, it is important to preserve PEG channels and funding for
PEG channels, and to ensure that the channels continue to be available to the

entire community to serve the residents of the City of Austin; and




WHEREAS, as of the date of this resolution, legislation is pending in

Congress that addresses critical and immediate threats to PEG; NOW,
THEREFORE,

BE IT RESOLVED BY THE CITY COUNCIL OF THE CITY OF AUSTIN:

The Austin City Council supports immediate passage of federal
legislation to preserve PEG channels and funding for PEG channels to ensure

that the channels continue to be available to the entire community.

BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED:

The Austin City Council calls on the members of the congressional
delegation representing the City of Austin to take all possible actions in
support of the passage of federal legislation to preserve PEG channels and
funding, including but not limited to endorsing, co-sponsoring and voting for

such legislation, and to work for its rapid passage.
